ATLANTA. Ga. ^AP' — Dr. 
Martin Luther King's outspoken 
opposition to Uie Vietnam war 
has raised fears of stiffening 
white 
reaction 
among 
civil 
rights leaders, but few think it 
will have an appreciable effect 
on local rights issues, an Asso- 
ciated Pres.s survey indicates. 


The 
conclusion 
was 
drawn 
from interviews with Negro and 
white officials in cities around 
the nation. 


"We hear it and we don't." 
said the Rev. P.H. Lewis, a Ne- 
gro leader in Selma, Ala., where 
king staged a massive voting 
rights drive in 1965. "I don't 
think it will have any great ef- 
fect. I don't think it will hurt 
us." 


But in San Francisco, Percy 
Steele, a Negro and executive 
I director of the Bay Area Urban 
I League, .'aid: "It's a mistake to 
I put the two i.^sues together. It 
I kind of fragments the whole fo- j 
' cus of the civil rights move- 
: ment." 


Steele said King's stand weak- 
; ens the civil rights movement 
' and will hurt the war effort.

j ix)sition opposing U.S. involve- j 
! ment in Vietnam. Several per- 
I sons said King's statements of-

King, 
replying to critici.-m. 
I said Wednesday in I^os Angeles 
i he had not advocated a fu.^ion of 
• the civil rights and peace mo\e- 


j ments. He .said a myth to that 
i effect had developed and said ii 
was a nonexistent issue. 


Defining his position on the 
war. King said: "I feel this war 
n Vietnam is damaging to the 
soul of our nation. It Is hurting 
the civil rights mo\ement more 
than my taking a stand on the 
war. 1 do not believe our natiun > 
can be a moral leader of justice. 
ec|uality and democracy if it is 
, trapped in the role of a self-ap- 
ix>inted world policeman."

Many condemned men have 
gotten new chances because of 
I'ecent court decisions prehcrib- 
ing new rules on the rights of 
criminals. Some governors ha\e 
commuted sentences to life, and 
some have followed an unde- 
clared moratorium on death by 
execution. 


More state legislatures were 
discussing abolishing the death 
penalty this year than in pre- 
vious years. 


An As.sociated Press 
survey 
showed that bills to abolish cap- 
ital punishment were introduced 
in at least 18 state legislatures. 


They have failed in eight of 
these states and are given little 
chance of approval in five more. 


Bills still are considered ali\e 
in Illinois, Missouri, Ohio, Ten- 
nessee and Connecticut.

UN Protests 
Red Intrusion 
In South Zone 


SEOUL. South Korea fAP> — 
About 100 North and South Ko- 
rean .soldiers exchanged fire for 
two hours before dawn today in 
the biggest border clash since 
the 1953 Korean armistice. At 
least three North Koreans and 
one South Korean were killed. 


It was the third clash in the 
demilitarized 
zone 
between 
North and South Korea in two 
weeks. At lea.st 12 Koreans have 
been killed, 11 of them from th« 
North. 


The South Korean govei-nment 
charged the Communists with 
trying to cause unrest to affect 
the South Korean presidMitial 
election May S. 


The United Nations command 
said the Runfight today started 
when a 12-man South Korean 
patrol spotted three North Ko- 
rean intruders about 425 yards 
south of the armistice line divid- 
ing the demilitarized zone. 


It said that when the patrol 
attacked tlie intruders, it wa.* 
fired on by a reinforced North 
Korean platoon of 40 to 60 men. 


Two South 
Korean 
officers 
and 34 enlisted men moved up 
to help the outnumbered patrol, 
the 
command 
said, 
and 
the 
South Koreans began firing ar- 
tillery — the first reported use 
of artillery since the annistice. 


Besides the one South Korean 
killed, 
three 
others 
were 
wounded, the U.N. 
command 
reported. 


The South Korean army said 
the 
Communists 
left 
behind 
three bodies when they \sith- 
drew north of the demilitarized 
zone. The clash occurred about 
70 miles northeast of Seoul near 
the "Iron Triangle" of Korean 
War days. 


The U.N. command called for 
the joint observer team to con- 
duct an on-the-spot investigation

Confusion Compounded 


Members of county boards of supervisors tlirough- 
out Michigan must be shaking theii* lieads in bewilder­ 
ment over the State Supreme Court’s split decision 
Monday holding the one man-one vote law for county 
boards invalid. 


Enacted by the Legislature last year, the law re­ 
quired boards of supei'visors to be reapportioned on 
the basis of population, in keeping with an earlier U. S. 
Supreme Court decision holding that state legislatures 
must be apportioned according to the one man-one vote 
principle. But the ^lichigan Supreme Court lield that 
the apportionment of county boards according to popu­ 
lation violates the State Constitution. 


Many supervisors undoubtedly agree with the 
spirit of tlie state court’; <!ecision. which has the effect 
of retaining township strength on county boards. But 
supei'visors in tlie Upner Peninsula at least must wonder 
about the timing of the court’s decision. It was handed 
down on the very day tliat marked the deadline under 
the new law for boards to adopt reapportionment plans 
in counties with fewer tlian 75.000 population, which 
'npludes all lô counties above the Straits. (T^arger coun­ 
ties would have until May 15 to file their plans.)

Thus even as the Marquette County Board of Sup­ 
ervisors w a s aD D roving a reapportionment plan Mon­ 
day afternoon, the State Supreme Court’s decision was 
being- announced. 


Tn Delta County the board of supervisors passed 
the deadline for county board action on reapoortion- 
ment without any action on the subject. The Legisla­ 
ture hasn’t impressed the board with a law on the sub­ 
ject so the Supreme Court didn’t affect it either. 


The court decision nullified all of the efforts of the 
Marquette county board’s budget and executive com­ 
mittee, which had drafted the reapportionment plan. 
Tt washed out actual expenditures of about $1.400 for 
suoervisors* pay and expenses incurred in meetings 
called expressly to consider reapportionment. Other 
counties in the state also ran up expenses in this futile 
project, the amount varying according to the per diem 
of supervisors, the number of supei’visors involved in 
the deliberations and the amount of mileage reimbursed. 


The court’s decision would have been more help­ 
ful if more timely.

The Supreme Court’s action on reapportionment 
scuttles the ^lichigan legislative act on implementation 
of the one-man. one-vote principal proclaimed by the 
U. S. Supreme Court for apportionment of legislative 
bodies, but it in no way knocks out the requirement. 
Tt must prevail and Michigan will now be forced to 
find an acceptable way of electing its county super­ 
visors on a basis of equal apportionment. 


Tt could do this, of course, by using the township 
with the least population as the common denominator 
ôf board apportionment, and electing supervisors from 
the otTier townships on a basis of proportionate popula­ 
tion. This would result in some county boards only 
slightly smaller than the Roman senate and w’ould be 
completely ridiculous and unworkable, so it won’t hap- 
pen. 


Wliat may happen is that the State Supreme Court 
will decide that the Michigan Constitution can’t pro­ 
nounce fundamentals that contravene those of the fed­ 
eral government, because the child cannot be given veto 
power over the parent.
